The fact is «l,tionstrated that alu- 


minium is as exceuent a purifier of wa- 
ter as there is. The salts of this metal 
are insoluble in/water, and consequently 
it is plain that when these salts are 
formed the water can be strained and 
the impurities removed therefrom. Per- 
haps the most praoticablemethodof puri- 
fying water by this means is the trough 
method, as it is called, the trough be- 
ing composed of plates of aluminium 
and zino or iron, six or eight inches 
apart. One end of the tank affords an 
entrance for the volume of water which 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thenoe under the plate next to it, this 
being accomplished by tbe fact that the 
elevation of the several plates is'differ- 
ent. In connection with this tank or 
trough there is an electrical generator 
of moderate size, and, 'though ralnniini- 
nm will not form the negative pole of 
a current, the other plates: used will. 
Now, as it is always the case that when 
an electric current comes in contact 
with water in this manner it decom- 
poses a certain portion of the fluid, at

On the whole, I am not certain that 


he can't.—St. Lonis Globe-Democrafc 


Ml>\tine Metals. 


A note concerning the peculiar phe 


nomenon noticed in the melting of met- 
als when under extended pressure has 
recently been published by H. Bisohof 
of Wiesbaden. When a metal is bedded 
in a mortar of chemically pnre alnmin- 
inm oxide, thoroughly dried and then 
subjected to the necessary heat, a con- 
fiderable retardation iu melting is no- 
ticed. For instance, a rod of silver, 
whioh should melt at 1,830 degrees P., 
When thus treated will not change its 
form and snelt together until 5,730 de 
grees F. Palladium, which should inelt 
at 3,780 degrees F., shows no sign of 
yielding at 3,900 degrees F. It would 
seem that these rods of metal, nnable to
